REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

3. Regarding claims 12, 22 and 32, the prior art (Caughey, US Patent Application 
Publication 2004/0088360 A1) teaches embedding a URL in a message, encoding a file 
name in the URL according to an electronic address, and storing the encoded file name 
with electronic message data associated with encoded filename (Figure 2b). The prior 
art (Bean et al., US Patent Application Publication 2003/0189642 A1) also teaches 
encoding identification data into a file name, and associating the file name with a file 
(abstract). Lastly, the prior art (Horadan et al. US Patent 5,794,230) teaches teach that 
the identification data is a target file address, and that the composite file name has the 
form of F(A).E, said A representing Ai, A 2 ,..., A N , said symbol ( between said F and said 
A denoting a first control character that separates said F and said A, said symbol ) 
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between said A and said E denoting a second control character that separates said A 
and said E f said second control character differing from the first control character 
(Figure 3A). 

4. The prior art fails to teach determining whether corresponding path portions of 
two consecutive target file addresses Aj and A i+ i is a common path, and if said 
determining determines that said corresponding path portions is a common path then 
inserting a fourth control character denoted by a symbol } at the end of the common 
path A it wherein the fourth control character is different from the first, second and third 
control characters, and removing the common path from A j+ i.
